In response to applicant's argument that the restriction requirement of Office Action filed on October 9, 2007 is not proper, previously, 
newly submitted claims 26-41 were directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the 
reasons of a different field of search where it is necessary to search for one of the inventions in a manner that is not likely to result in 
finding art pertinent to the other invention(s). To further clarify, this application contains claims directed to the following patentable distinct 
species: Species I - Figures 5 and 7; directed towards an edge lighted panel having reflective face with a film or coating, classified in 
class 362, subclass 624. Species II - Figures 1 and 9-10; directed towards an edge lighted panel with a light modifier with emission face 
combined with light guide plate, class 362 subclass 606. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. There were no generic 
claim(s). Therefore, the restriction is proper since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention 
(e.g., "... second member being mounted on said first member" not "... a second member disposed on the radiation surface side in close 
adhesion with the first member" of Figures 1 and 9-10), this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Claims 26-41 are properly withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37
